KAISER’S HEIR ON WAR. 


Crown Prince Declares the Sword 
Will Always Be the Final Factor. 
BERLIN, April 3 








30.—Crown Prince 
Frederick William, in writing the pret- 
ace to a book, ‘‘Germany in Arms,” 
published to-day, of which he is re- 
puted to be the author, exhibits himself, 
the future German’ Emperor, as a non- 
believer in the possibility of ever abol 
ishing war. He declares that diplomacy 
may delay and occasionally avert con- 
flicts, but that ‘‘ the sword will remain 
the final and decisive factor until the 
world’s end.’’ 

In another passage he says? ‘Only 
with the support of our good sword we 
maintain that plaec in the syn which 
is due to us, but which is. not: willingly 
accorded to us.’ 

The author points out Germany's un- 
fortunate geographical’ position and 
warns his countrymen that the German 
Army and Navy must be, kept; continu- 
ally at the highest point of efficiency:

Knowledge o® the . latter fact, the 
Countess says, only reabhed her some 
time afterward when she met a mys- 
teriéus stranger who turned out ‘to be 
Archduke John of Tuscany (John 
Orth). 

The story, which is not likely to be 
fully accepted as a correct version of 


the Meyerling tragedy, nevertheless 
has all the interest of a melodramatic 
romance. 

Countess Larisch 4s now in London 
visiting Mrs. Ffoulkes, who, it is un- 
derstood, helped in the preparation of 
the book -fo?. publication. 

While the Meyerling chapters are 
the sensational feature of. the book, 
the general reader will probably be 
more interested in the picture it gives 
of the ill-fated HBmpress Elizabeth of 
Austria, who, according to the author, 
her niece, left-an autobiography which 
cahnot be published until forty-five 
years after her death.

Crown Prince Rudolph, only son of 
Emperor Francis Josgph. was found 
dead in a hunting box at Meyerling on 
Jan. 30, 1889. He was born in 1858, and 
in 1881 married Princess Stephanie of 
Belgium. It was not, until a consider- 
able time after the tragedy that it be- 
came publicly known that not only the 
dead body of the Archduke, but also the 
tody of a beautiful woman, Baroness 
Marie Vetsera;* was discovered in the 
Meyerling hunting box. 

Archduke John of Tusciny” did_not 
disappear. until 1891, so Countess Lar- 
isch’s. book does not. throw any new 
light-on the fate of that Prince, who re- 
nounced his rank and titles and sailed 
for South America after taking the 
name of John Orth.

THE NEGRO RACE. 


Lester Walton Affirms Its Titlé to 
a Capital ‘‘ N.” 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In discussing the question as. to 
whether the term. Negro should. be ac- 
corded a capital “N ’’.or not, it appears 
that you approach the matter from the 
wrong angle. In the first place the 
word Negro, used to designate a people, 
is not, according to Webster, an ad- 
jective, It‘is @ noun. It is used by the 
Spanish, Portuguese, and French ped- 
Ple as a-noun to designate a distinct 
class of natives who derive their black 
color from African admixture. As used 
in America it applies to a people who, 
in different environment and under dif- 
ferent condition, constitute a race dis- 
tinct to itself. 

It “is not necessary to’ discuss the 
circumstances creating this difference. 
tt is not germane.--The important thing 
to consider is that under new condi- 
tions’a new people has come into being, 
and this new element must have a dis- 
tinguishing .cognomen.. that shall em- 
brace sufficient individuality and dig- 
nityto be. worthy of a place in the 
ethnological classification of the world. 

‘Usage determines meaning,” you 
say, ‘and by common agreement ‘ne- 
gro’ now applies to persons the color 
of whom ranges from black to white.” 
Admitted without argument... But since 
usage thus defines the meariing of the 
word it also broadens its scope fram 
covering 2 particular_class or, color and 
makes it embrace all the classes and

-all the colors that comprise a whole 


race. Surely you will admit that this 
broader meaning, established’ by usage, 
entitles the word to the,same dignity 
and high’.standing as is given other 
words.that apply to other races. 

Tne word “ Negro.’ has been adopted 
as the race name ‘of a people. who are 
set apart from the other races; of the 
world. They are no more African than 
American—indeed, not as much. It is a 
far cry from the black African brought 
to these shores in 1619 and enslaved to 
the ‘‘ Negro” of 1913, whose color em- 
braces évery: shade from black to white. 
It is.a new race that we are consider- 
ing. If there is no new word: sufficient- 
ly descriptive to bé applied, and a word 
must be. used the true meaning of 
which makes it only party applicable, 
then in using it we must broaden its 
meaning to cover its new application. 
This being the case,*is it not plainly 
apparent that the new ,word is placed 
alongside other race names and attains 
to their same dignity? 

Relative to my objection to the use 
of the term “‘negress,” Thm Times 
says: ‘“ Mr. Walton alsg objects to * ne- 
gress,’ calling it vulgar and a ‘dispar- 
agement on the women of my race.’ It 
is, if he thinks so, but why he should 
is not Made clear; The use of that and 
like feminine terminations is in full ac- 
cord with the spirit and customs of the 
three ‘languages from jwhich English is 
chiefty derived,’ and there is no ‘more 
of essential or necessary disparagement 
er vulgarity .in ‘nggress’ than in ‘ac- 
tress’ or * executrix.’”’ .
